Reasons for Winning Children 


No work is more important than 
winning children for Christ. This goes 
a long way toward preventing juvenile 
delinquency, keeping order in the 
Schools, and preparing young people, 
who have a lifetime before them, for 
Service for God. Five good reasons for 
, doing so were given by Dr. Lee Rut- 
land Scarborough, “one of the spiritual 
giants of the Southern Baptist Conven- 
tion” and for twenty-seven years presi- 


dent of Southwestern Baptfst Theological 
Seminary, Fort Worth, Tex. These are 
found in a sketch of his life in a new 
book called “Great Personal Workers,” 
by Faris Daniel Whitesell (Moody 
Press). “Dr. Scarborough loved chil- 
dren and believed in winning them to 
Christ,” writes the author. “He suggests 
five reasons for winning children: 1. 
Children are everywhere and the open 
door.to their hearts is an almost uni- 
versal opportunity: 2. Children are most 
susceptible to Gospel influence. Their 
hearts are tender, their lives pliable to 
God’s grace. 3. The saving of a child’s 
soul offers a double opportunity, that is, 
to save a soul from eternal destruction 
and to develop a life and talents for the 
service of God. 4. Death among chil- 
dren is very common. Many of the 
graves in our cemeteries are short ones. 
5. It is far better for a person to serve 
God through a long life than to serve 
Him only a short time; and many of our 
most important and useful Christian 
leaders were brought to Christ when 
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they were young and their whole lives 
were trained in the service of God.” 
These logical] reasons should encourage 
all Christian parents, teachers in Sun- 
day schools and Christian day schools, 
Bible Qub and Child Evangelism work- 
ers, and others who are especially con- 
cerned for the children. There is sound 
Scriptural basis for this great work: 
“And these words, which I command 
thee this day, shall be in thine heart: 
and thou shalt teach them diligently 
unto thy children, and shalt talk of them 
when thou sittest in thine house, and 
when thou walkest by the way, and 
when thou liest down, and when thou 
risest up” (Deut. 6:6, 7); “And whoso 
shall receive one such little child in 
my name receiveth me” (Matt.

But Jesus said, 
Suffer little children, and forbid them 
not, to come unto me: for of such is the 
kingdom of heaven” (Matt.

that has no goal; 
pillar that will be left unfinished: 
has no integrating factor. 

It is no wonder that men and women 
who lack certainty concerning the future 
are easily discouraged and are full of 
frustrations, How terrible to find one- 
self taking part in a great death march 
to the doleful strain of such phrases as, 
“Leads nowhere,” “Means nothing”! It 
is enough to make the heart sick, to 
make the brain reel, and to cast the 
spirit into utter despair. 

To counteract such an intolerable bur- 
den men have dreamed of immortality, 
of a “Sweet bye and bye,” of a some- 
thing better. But dreams are not cer- 
tainties, imaginations are not assurances, 
philosophies are not guarantees. Can 
we know? Is there light in our dark- 
ness? Is there some great fact that will 
give meaning to our swift-passing days, 
and in place of frustrations give us a 
sence of accomplishment, a realization 
that we are moving toward a significant 
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goal? Quoting Archdeacon MacNutt 
again, “And then comes Easter, “and 


there, behind the broken and distorted 
foreground of life as we know it, stands 
up shining in the sunlight of God the 
fact of the risen Christ. Here is the 
great interpreting, unifying fact we 
have been seeking.” 

We have the fact, the integrating fact, 
the fact that lifts life from a senseless 
round to a great significant enterprise. 
Easter makes a difference! It has cast 
light on the life of humanity in general, 
but it is only those who know the Christ 
of Easter who have been lifted to this 
plane of significance, only for them has 
the galling sense of unreality been 
changed into the reality of life with a 
goal, and yet life that shall endless be. 

The New Testament gives us seme not- 
able examples of the difference which 
the resurrection of Christ makes in the 
life of a man or woman. In Matthew’s 
account of that great Easter morning we 
have a picture of the risen Lord meeting 
the women who had discovered the 
empty tomb and were hastening at the 
word of the angel to tell the news. We 
read, “Jesus met them, saying, All hail” 
(Matt. 28:9). This phrase, “All hail,” 
is a translation of a Greek verb 
(chairete) which means “rejoice.” This 
was the usual Greek greeting. Now why 
did our Lord, who after the flesh was 
a Jew, use the Greek greeting in ad- 
dressing Jewish women? I think the 
reason is not far to seek. These women 
had been in a state of deep mourning 
ever since their beloved Master had 
been taken from them. For them Jesus 
Christ had become the great fact which 
gave life meaning, but with His cruci- 
fixion the darkness had settled upon 
them, the doleful dirge had begun to 
surge up again in their souls, “Life leads 
nowhere, means nothing.” In spirit they 
were clothed in sackcloth and ashes, and 
would go mourning all their days till 
they, too, were laid in the tomb. It was 
into this sorrow, this blackness of grief 
that the risen Saviour burst, and what 
should He say to these women, if not, 
“Rejoice!” It is the risen Christ who 
gives “beauty for ashes, the oil of joy 
for mourning, the garment of praise for 
the spirit of heaviness” (Isa. 61:3). 

Need I point out that the Lord Jesus 
in so greeting these women was deliv- 
ering no vain word? So often we say 
to our friends, “Well, cheer up anyhow,” 
when we have nothing to offer them to 
alleviate their sorrow or lift their dis- 
consolate spirits. When Pheidippides 
burst into the counci! chamber at Athens 
after his gruelling run from the battle 
of Marathon, where the Greeks had en- 
gaged the power of the Medes, he cried, 
“Chairete!” But he gave reason for his 
invitation to the Athenian fathers to re- 
joice, for he added, “We conquer!” So 
when our Lord greeted the women that 
Easter morning He gave them reason 
to obey the greeting. He stood before 
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them as the mighty conqueror, the con- 
queror of death, the conqueror of that 
monster who had made life a mockery. 
So if we have received the Lord Jesus, 
the risen, living Lord, He will enter into 
our lives with His greeting, “Rejoice!” 
And in His presence our mourning shall 
be turned to gladness as we move with 
steady tread, not toward the clouds of 
oblivion, but toward the glorious sun- 
rising, into endless day. 

We turn now to John’s account of the 
same day. It is now evening, and Jesus, 
risen from the dead, enters the room 
where His few disciples are met. He 
enters suddenly, unannounced, through 
the closed door, and says, “Peace!” 
(John 20:19.) Now that was the Jewish 
greeting. Why did He follow the Jew- 
ish custom in speaking to His disciples 
in that room when He had given the 
Greek greeting (although doubtless 
spoken in Aramaic) in addressing the 
women? The reason for this also was 
clear. Let us read from the beginning 
of the verse. “Then the same day at 
evening, being the first day of the week, 
when the doors were shut where the dis- 
ciples were assembled for fear of the Jews 
...” We need go no further. That tells 
the story. They were huddled behind 
these closed doors for fear. The turmoil 
of fear had gripped them. Every foot- 
step that approached that.door would 
get their hearts racing. What did these 
men need? Peace! And who could give 
them peace? Only the risen Christ. 
The presence of the conqueror banishes 
fear, 

We live in a world of fears. We are 
afraid of poverty; we are afraid of sick- 
ness; we are afraid of war; we are afraid 
of depression; we are afraid of our social 
position; we are afraid of death; we are 
afraid of what may come after death. 
Our psychiatrists are continually deal- 
ing with people’s fears. They call them 
phobias. Some are afraid of height; 
some are afraid of depth; some are 
afraid of crowds; some are afraid to be 
alone; some are afraid of close places; 
some are afraid of wide places. They 
are all expressions of the one thing, 
fear. Now the psychiatrist may help 
people to overcome sp€cific phobias, but 
no psychiatrist has ever freed any soul 
from the terrors of the multimonster, 
fear. Only one can do that. In the 
presence of Him who has conquered all, 
there is no place for fear. He comes 
with peace to the fearful heart. Just 
as a little boy who has been persecuted 
by the bullies of the playground has no 
fear in the presence of the school cham- 
pion who has become his friend, so the 
soul casts off its fears in the presence 
of ‘the risen, living Christ.

Notes on Open Letters 


“Step by Step” 


I have recently read a poem based 
upon what purports to be a translation 
of the Hebrew of Proverbs 4:12, which 
reads as follows: “As thou goest, step 
by step, I will open up the way be- 
fore thee.” The poem is lovely and 
bears a true message; but I should 
like to know if this is a more accurate 
translation than the King James Ver- 
sion.—A Pennsylvania reader. 

The Editor wrote to Dr. R. Laird Har- 
ris, professor at Faith Theological Semi- 
nary, Elkins Park, Pa., to ask his help; 
he also mentioned Proverbs 6:22 as a 
possible basis for this translation. Dr. 
Harris replied: 

“As to the verse you mentioned in 
Proverbs 6:22, I agree with you that I 
do not see how that rendering can pos- 
sibly be gotten from the Hebrew. As 
far as I can say, the English accurately 
renders the Hebrew which literally 
would be, ‘In thy going it (feminine) will 
lead .thee.’ Apparently it (feminine) 
refers to commandment or law in verse 
20, both of which nouns are feminine. 
I, too, have heard the rendering that you 
mentioned as a kind of popular para- 
phrase, but was more under the impres- 
sion that it rendered a verse in the 
Psalms, Indeed I thought that it was 
a free rendering of Psalm 32:8, but 
checking the Hebrew I find that that 
would be just about as impossible as 
getting a rendering from Proverbs 6:22. 
It may be that the alleged translation 
comes from some other verse than the 
two we have considered, .. .

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What the Resurrection Proves 


Nine important points of our faith 





ILBERT WEST in his famous book, 
“Observations on the Resurrection 
of Jesus Christ,” says, “Never was 

there a fact more fully proved than the 
resurrection of Jesus Christ.” A teacher 
and writer of our times states that “the 
resurrection of the Lord is the most 
authentic and best attested event in the 
history of salvation” (Erich Sauer). The 
resurrection of Jesus Christ is not only 
a proved fact, but does itself prove many 
things. 

I want to show what the resurrection 
of Jesus Christ proves looking back- 
ward and what it proves looking for- 
ward, - 

1. It proves the divine inspiration of 
the Old Testament Scriptures. Those 
Scriptures proclaimed the resurrection 
of the Messiah long, long before He 
came. “The scripture [said] that he 
must rise again from the dead” (John 
20:9). “Christ ... rose again... ac- 
cording to the scriptures” (1 Cor. 15:3, 
4). Only God knows and can proclaim 
future events. To know it and show it 
is a proof of being God. “Shew the 
things that are to come hereafter, that we 
may know that ye are gods [Elohim]” 
(Isa. 41:23). Prescience is claimed for 
Scripture — “the scripture, foreseeing” 
—therefore the resurrection of Christ, 
being foreseen and proclaimed and ful- 
filled, proves the divine inspiration of 
the Old Testament Scriptures. 

2. The Resurrection proves the proph- 
ecies of the Bible true, trustworthy, and 
reliable. - The Lord Jesus proved His 
resurrection to the two disciples going to 
Emmaus by citing to them the proph- 
ecies of it. “O fools, amd slow of heart 
to believe all that the prophets have 
spoken .. . And beginning at Moses and 
all the prophets, he expounded” unto 
them in all the scriptures fhe things 
concerning himself” (Luke 24:25, 27). 
He showed them that His resurrection 
was a subject of the Scriptures of the 
prophets and a fulfillment of them. And 
therefore His resurrection proves those 
prophecies true, trustworthy, and reli- 


able on all other matters of which they™ 


speak! The Apostle Paul taught that 
the resurrection of Christ proves the 
prophecies trustworthy. He says that 
he preached “none other things than 
those which the prophets and Moses did 
say should come: that Christ .. . should 
rise from the dead” (Acts 26:22, 23). 
Paul followed up his teaching on the 
Resurrection by the appeal, “King 
Agrippa, believest thou the prophets?” 
(Acts 26:27.) The resurrection of Christ 
compels belief and trust in them in 
everything. 

3. The Resurrection proves that the

faith of the Old Testament saints was 
the true faith and well founded, and that 
it was not in vain. The promise of Gen- 
esis 3:15 requires the resurrection of 
Christ. The “elders” of Hebrews 11 be- 
lieved it. Abraham had faith for the 
resurrection of Christ. When Jesus said, 
“Your father Abraham rejoiced to see 
my day: and he saw it, and was glad” 
(John 8:56), He proved that Abraham 
had faith in the Resurrection. There 
would have been no gladness and joy 
in a dead and defeated Messiah. Job 
expressed his faith in the resurrection 
of Christ when he said, “I know that my 
redeemer liveth, and that he shall stand 
at the latter day upon the earth” (Job 
19:25). The Hebrew word for “stand” 
(kum) means’ “to rise up,” “to arise,” 
and certainly refers to Christ in resur- 
rection. Therefore the Resurrection 
proves that the faith of Old Testament 
saints was the true faith, and well 
founded, and that all other religions 
were “lies.” Such is the teaching of 
Jeremiah 16:19. 

4. The resurrection of Christ proves 
His virgin birth. The two go together. 
To deny one is to deny the other; to 
prove one is to prove the other. A 
Modernist says, “The virgin birth is -not 
to be accepted as an historical fact.” The 
same man wrote, “I do not believe in 
the resurrection of the flesh.” A min- 
ister told me he met with a judge who 
had difficulty about accepting the virgin 
birth. He closeted himself with the 
judge and convinced him of the resur- 
rection of Christ; thereupon the judge 
accepted the fact of the virgin birth! 
Old Robert Hall says, “His resurrection 
goes to establish everything, however 
mysterious and beyond the sphere of 
reason.” William Milligan says, “For all 
ages a personal incarnate Lord is the 
only ‘way’ to the Father; and for us an 
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incarnate Lord must be a risen Lord.” 
Canon Liddon in his masterful book, 
“Our Lord’ Divinity,” shows tHat the 
Resurrection proves the virgin birth in 
this brilliant statement: “To have ad- 
mitted the stupendous truth that Jesus, 
after predicting that He would be put 
to a violent death, and then rise from 
the dead, was actually so killed, and 
then did actually rise, must incapacitate 
any thoughtful man for objecting to the 
supernatural conception.” The Resur- 
rection was Christ’s own miraculous act. 
He said, “I will raise it up” (John 2: 
19); “I have power to take it again” 
(John 10:18). The virgin birth, wonder 
of wonders, was also the Lord’s own 
miraculous act. “The word became flesh” 
(John 1:14, A.S.V.). He “emptied him- 
self, taking the form of a servant” (Phil. 
2:7, AS.V.). “He voluntarily assumed 
human nature; it was His own act” 
(Matthew Henry). The _ Resurrection 
proves the virgin birth. 

5. The resurrection of Jesus Christ 
proves He was and is a true Prophet and 
Teacher. He repeatedly prophesied His 
own resurrection. See Matthew 16:21; 
17:9, 22, 23; 20:18, 19; John 2:19-22. “Our 
Lord’s honor and credit were entirely 
staked upon the issue, since He had fore- 
told His resurrection as the ‘sign’ which 
would justify His claims.” I can there- 
fore accept His teaching on all subjects 
and absolutely rely on them. His res- 
urrection proves Him an_ infallible 
Teacher and altogether worthy of my 
trust and confidence. 

6. The resurrection of Jesus of Naz- 
areth proves that He is in a unique way 
the Son of God. Romans 1:4 states that 
by His resurrection Jesus Christ was 
“declared — determined — the Son of 
God.” The Greek word means “desig- 
nated,” “proved to be,” “marked out as 
being,” the Son of God. The Resurrec- 
tion proves the “essential and uncreated 
Sonship” of Jesus Christ. You will 
treasure this that Charles Hodge, one 
of the mightiest among theologians, says 
of the resurrection of Christ: “It may 
be safely asserted that the resurrection 
of Christ is at once the most important, 
and the best authenticated fact in the 
history of the world, ... If He rose, He 
is the Son of God, equal with the Father, 
God manifest in the flesh... . The Mes- 
siah predicted by the prophets. 
Therefore the Bible is true from Genesis 
to Revelation ... the triumph of truth 
over error, of good over evil, of hap- 
piness over misery, is forever secured.” 
Praise God! 

7. The Resurrection proves the truth 
and truths of Christianity. That is the 
meaning of 1 Corinthians 15:14, 17. “If 
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Christ be not risen, then is our preach- 
ing vain, and your faith is also .vain. 
.. . And if Christ be not raised, your 
faith is vain.” The apostles were “en- 
abled to go abroad, and establish Chris- 
tianity on the basis of the resurrection 
of Jesus Christ: for the divine Father 
has consulted the nature of His creatures 
by establishing His revelation on a basis 
of facts, and not merely o® speculative 
arguments” (Robert Hall). “A denial, 
let us mark it well, of the literal resur- 
rection of the human body of Jesus in- 
volves nothing less than an absolute and 
total rejection of Christianity” (Canon 
Liddon). His resurrection therefore 
proves Christianity to be true and estab- 
lished by .God. 

8. The resurrection of Christ proves 
the certainty of the resurrection of His 
believing people at His coming again. 

It is the guarantee of their own resur- 
rection and their assurance of receiving 
the blessings consequent upon their res- 
urrection. Scripture teaches it. “Know- 
ing that he which raised up the Lord 
Jesus shall raise up us also by Jesus” 
(2 Cor. 4:14). His fesurrection is the 
hope of ours. “Neither the philosopher 
nor the poet can give us hope. The 
resurrection of our Lord, which derives 
its greatest value from this; that it is 
not a mere miracle of the past but is 
full of the promise of the future, alone 
can do so.” You will appreciate the 
way Robert Hall (1764-1831) puts it: 
“The resurrection of Jesus Christ was a 
source of gladness to His friends, as it 
was a proof of their participation in the 
blessings which He has procured beyond 
the present state; a pledge of their en- 
trance into Heaven. He rose as the 
Head of His body, the Church./ What 
an astonishing elevation is this, my 
brethren, for those who ‘dwell in houses 
of clay, amd who are crushed before 
the moth’! He will ‘change our vile 
body, that it may be like his glorious 
body.’ We shall to all eternity partake 
of His glory.” Christ’s resurrection 
proves it. 

9. The resurrection of Jesus Christ 
proves the certainty of His coming King- 
dom and Kingship. That is the crystal 
clear teaching of Scripture. Peter ex- 
pressed it in his sermon recorded in 
Acts 2: “Therefore [David] being a 
prophet, and knowing that God had 
sworn with an oath to him, that of the 
fruit of his loins, according to the flesh, 
he would raise up Christ to sit on his 
throne; he seeing this before spake of 
the resurrection of Christ” (30, 31). The

When a Christian Sins? 


The effect upon others

HE Bible assures us that “none of 

us liveth to himself,” and even that 
“no man dieth to himself” (Rom, 14:7). 
Each of us has a definite influence, for 
good or evil, on those around us. It 
is therefore inevitable that the Chris- 
tian’s sin will have some effect on those 
around him, or even at a distance, be 
they saved or not. True, it is impossible 
to measure the extent of this influence, 
which varies according to the nature of 
the sin committed and to the importance 
of the place occupied by the Christian 
in his community or country. In the 
case of David’s great sin, the effect was 
felt far outside the confines of his own 
kingdom, as was pointed out to him 
by the Prophet Nathan, in these words, 
“Thou hast. given great occasion to the 
enemies of the Lord to blaspheme” (2 
Sam. 12:14). Although the Bible does 
not say so, we may safely assume that 
David’s horrible example influenced the 
conduct of his own sons, for, in the very 
next chapter, we read of a similar sin 
on the part of Amnon. That incited 
Absalom to kill Amnon, for David could 
not very well say much to Amnon, un- 
der the circumstances. And that mur- 


der led to Absalom’s exile and subsSe- ° 


quent revolt against his father, David. 
It was during the short time that Ab- 
salom was successful in his uprising that 
he committed similar sin to that of Da- 
vid—oh, irony—on the very housetop 
where David’s sin began! (cf. 2 Sam. 
16:22 and 11:2-5.) 

Turning to the New Testament, we 
find another concrete, though less fla- 
grant, example of how the believer’s 
sin may influence others. Paul tells us 
in Galatians 2:11-13 how the Apostle 
Peter, through fear of criticism, became 
guilty of dissimulation (v. 12). In the 
next verse, we read: “And the other 


Jews dissembled likewise with him,” no 
doubt taking their cue from the influ- 
ential apostle.. And that was not:all, for 
Paul continues that things went so far 
“that Barnabas also was carried away 
with their dissimulation.” .This was the 
more serious because Barnabas also was 
an apostle (Acts 14:14). 

The general principle involved is 
stated in Romans 14:13, “that no man 
put a stumblingblock or an occasion to 
fall in his brother’s way.” The primary 
reference here, as in the similar pas- 
Sage in 1 Corinthians 10:32, is to ‘avoid- 
ing perfectly legitimate things that 
might be a stumbling block to a weak or 
uninstructed Christian. How much-more, 
then, should we .guard against causing 
another Christian, or even an unsaved 
person, to stumble because of.our sin! 
Our sin is -almost sure to produce this 
effect, for, even if we think that nobody 
but God knows about it, it will.eome out 
sooner or later,-or its effects .will be 
Seen. “Be sure your: sin will find you 
out” (Num. 32:23). ' 

One last result of the Christian’s sin is 
that it may break his fellowship, not 
only with God (which is inevitable), but 
also with his fellow Christians. It is 
noteworthy that the purpose of the First 
Epistle of John is, in the first place, “that 
ye also may have fellowship with us” 
(1:3). Only after this statement does 
John add: “and truly our fellowship is 
with the Father, and with his Son Jesus 
Christ.” When two Christians are each 
in fellowship with God and with Jesus 
Christ, it follows naturally. that they 
should be in fellowship with each other. 
On the other hand, if one of them sins, 
and thereby loses fellowship. with God, 
he may easily lose fellowship with his 
brother in Christ. We have already seen 
that one of the common manifestations 
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of the carnal state of the Christian who 
has sinned is that of divisions among 
Christians (1 Cor. 1:11-13; 3:3, 4). We 
are exhorted to endeavor “to keep the 
unity of the Spirit in the bond of peace” 
(Eph. 4:3), but sin breaks this unity. 

We have already seen that, on the di- 
vine side, the remedy is always pro- 
vided in the person of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, our Advocate with the Father, 
when we sin (1 John 2:1, 2). However, 
while our Saviour thus prevents us from 
losing our salvation, He does not auto- 
matically restore our broken fellowship 
with the Father and Himself, nor return 
us from the carnal to the spiritual state. 
That requires an act on our part. It 
is a very simple act, but it seems very 
hard for some of us. The Scripture is 
found in the same chapter which speaks 
of our fellowship with God, and of walk- 
ing in the light—or in darkness. We 
read in 1 John 1:9, “If we confess our 
sins, he [God] is faithful and just to 
forgive us our sins, and to cleanse us 
from all unrighteousness.” 

The Greek word translated “confess” 
means literally “to say the same thing.” 
In other words, when we truly confess 
our sins, we say the same things about 
them that God says. We cal] them by 
their right names. We call a lie a lie, 
and not “a slight exaggeration.” It is 
obvious that a sincere confession of sin 
implies a desire not to repeat the same 
sin, but to be delivered from it. 

It is also clear from this passage that 
the confession should be made to God, 
and not to a man, since He is the only 
One who can forgive us and cleanse us 
from all unrighteousness. Furthermore, 
He is the One who is first and most 
offended by our sin. This is so true 
that our sins against others pale into 
insignificance in comparison with the 
gravity of our sin against God. This 
fact explains David’s words, after his 
awful sin against Uriah the Hittite and 
his wife, Bathsheba. He leaves the: hu- 
man side of his sin completely out of 
consideration, once he has compre- 
hended how God Himself has been out- 
raged, and says, in his prayer of con- 
trition, “Against thee, thee only, have 
I sinned, and done this evil in thy sight” 
(Psa. 51:4). 

However, our sins against our fellow 
men are not negligible, and the Bible 
has much to say about them, though we 
cannot study that important question at 
this time. Let the student examine such 
passages as Matthew 5:24; 18:15-17; 
Luke 19:8, to mention only a few. It 
is here that confession to our fellow 
man has its place (Jas. 5:16), but then, 
of course, to the one who has been 
wronged. 

The fact to be emphasized here is sim- 
ply this: there is just one, simple, sov- 


ereign remedy for the Christian's sin, . 


confession to God. This confession im- 
mediately restores the broken fellow- 
ship, or, better, permits God to restore 
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it. The believer no longer walks in 
darkness, but in the light. .He walks 
(at least, if that is his sincere inten- 


*tion) not according to the flesh, but 


counting on the power of the Holy Spirit. 


However, a serious difficulty may be 
involved in what otherwise seems to be 
a very simple matter—namely, that the 
Christian may be unconscious of some 
sin or sins, and hence unable to confess 
it or them, with a consequent continued 
loss of fellowship with God, and of spir- 
itual power and blessing. We may be 
sure, of course, that God has made pro- 
vision for this difficulty also. David was 
aware of it, and found the answer to it, 
for he prayed: “Search me, O God, and 
know my heart: try me, and know my 
thoughts: and see if there be any 
wicked way in me” (Psa. 139:23, 24). 
The writer once heard a speaker in a 
meeting state that we might receive 
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some very unpleasant surprises, if we 
Sincerely asked God to point out to us 
our unconscious sins. This proved to be 
true in the case of this writer, and it 
involved some unpleasant and painful 
confessions and restorations. But there 
is no other way to secure God's full 
‘blessing. The Old Testament made pro- 
vision for sacrifices for unconscious sins 
(Lev. 5:17-19), and we may be sure that 
today, under the New Covenant, un- 
conscious sins produce the same inevi- 
table results we have already examined. 
There can be no doubt that much broken 
fellowship with God is due to uncon- 
scious sin. Let us have the courage to 
ask God to reveal it to us, and then let 
us confess and forsake it, and make 
whatever amends we can to those who 
have been harmed or wronged by us 
(Lev. 5:16).

lll. Teacher Training With the Master Teacher 


The winning of Peter (Luke 5:1-11) 


AKE a picture in your mind of the 

scene. Let your imagination play; 
it is better than any painter’s aid. Think 
of the items: out-of-doors, by the lake, 
the boats, the nets, the fishermen, the 
vain night’s toil, the throngs, Christ 
Jesus at the center, the pressure about 
Him. Make the scene clear—the scene 
in which Peter is enlisted as a fisher of 
men under Christ. 

What drew those throngs so compactly 
together? Make room in your thought 
for Christ’s attracting power. Think of 
the open display of Christ's influence 
upon His fellow men. This must have 
caught Peter’s eye at the start. He saw 
Christ’s power; he saw the throngs, 
eager toward the Master. 

2. Duly Christ singles out Peter. Have 


‘in mind His aim. Watch His way of 


doing it. : 

(a) He enlisted Peter’s boat. Mark 
this. The Master of the throngs, the 
center of the multitude’s desire, used 
Peter’s little fishing boat to prosecute 
His work. This was a moving act. It 
must have stirred the pride and thought 
and heart of Peter. 

He entered it as Master. Peter and 
his boat were subject to Christ Jesus’ 
word, Peter was not his own. Think 
of this. Imagine Peter refusing. But 


“why did he so instantly obey? Some- 


thing, lordly in the Master must have 
been evident. Think carefully here. 
There is a fine deal of teaching power 
resident in one’s very being and style. 
Peter set the boat and held it so as 
best to adjust the Master to the throng. 
Imagine his carefulness to do this right. 
Think of his being careless and clumsy 
and unhelpful with his boat. Surely he 
would swing it about with an expert 
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hand, and hold it in line with the Mas- 
ter’s easiest use. But why? Be sure to 
answer. Just here Peter was an adept. 
This humble but helpful skill Christ 
Jesus employed in a mighty enterprise. 
And Peter did his best. Measure what 
it meant, and how it came about, to 
what it led along. 

(b) There sits Peter, just behind the 
Lord, in easy reach. How would he be 
employed while Jesus taught? Would 
he be watching the boat? Why? Would 
he be studying the throng? Would he 
be pondering the Master, sitting there 
right against His knee, pouring heavenly 
messages into human ears? Think, What 
must have passed through Peter’s soul, 
while the Master taught, and the people 
Sat attent, and he steadied the boat. 
Think, too, of Christ. Would He be 
engrossed with the audience on the 
shore? Or would He be constantly con- 
scious of Peter, sitting just behind His 
back? To whom was the Master fitting 
that speech, to the men before, or to the 
man behind? 

(c) Fasten in your mind some picture 
of Christ Jesus’ manner, as He closed 
His address and turned around to Peter. 
Think here earnéstly. What was Peter’s 
mood and attitude at that momentous 
instant? How far had Jesus got in win- 
ning Peter’s heart? Imagine. What would 
Peter next expect, his hands upon the 
familiar oars?. Study this. Mighty in- 
terests are astir. Study the Master's 
way. What do you think—and do not 
fail to think this out all by yourself— 
what do you think was the most likely 
next step to secure Peter’s discipleship? 

‘Do not let your mind be empty, here. 
Think something out. 
(d) That order to pull for the open 
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* sea and find the deep. Connect this 
with the influence and likely outcome 
of tthe teaching by the shore. How 
would the two combine in winning 
Peter’s life-long love? Mark Peter’s 
hesitancy. He had worn out the night 
in tedious, futile toil. He was worn and 
void of hope. But see his mood depart. 
Christ Jesus’ word commands his will 
and he instantly sets to pulling out to 
sea. Stop and study this. How far has 
Jesus got in gaining Peter’s loyalty for 
life? And how has it been done? And 
what remains to do? Evidently the Lord 
may work His will. Peter is under His 
hand. 

(e) That haul. Read into Christ Jesus’ 
mind. Why a miracle? Why this? Why 
so bountiful? At its heart, what did it 
mean? Christ had regard for Peter’s 
body; he needed food. He had respect 
for Peter’s trade; He honored his nets. 
He had a sense of Peter’s failure; He 
reversed his disappointment. Ponder 
this. Jesus showed Himself to Peter, 

_and to Peter all alone, a skillful, re- 
spected, sympathetic helper and Lord. 
Heed every word, every turn. . They 
are warp and woof of the Master’s art. 
So He won His man. 


(f). Now look upon the wonder of it 
all. Who was Jesus, anyway? Recall 
His marvelous dominion over the multi- 
tude, His authority over Peter’s boat, 
His sovereignty in beckoning toward the 
deep, His mastery of the fullness of the 
sea, His perfect lordship over every 
phase of Peter’s being and life. Take 
the measure of all this. Get a living 
sense of the stature and majesty of 
Christ as He loomed in Peter’s boat. 
Then, Peter’s prostration at the last. 
Why was this? Just what did it mean? 
Was it of purpose in Christ Jesus’ mind 
that Peter should be overawed? Was 
it comely in Peter? Was it welcome to 
Christ? Imagine that sentiment of deep 
reverence omitted from the scene and 
from the heart of Peter. Just what was 
its value; and just how was it wrought? 
Was it really needful in an introduction 
to the Apostolate? 


(g) Now make your most careful list 
of Christ Jesus’ qualities, and of Peter’s 
sentiments, aiming to find the essential 
things in the work of enlisting a disciple 
of Christ. In Christ you will instantly 
think of majesty, friendiness, tact. But 
what more? In Peter you will name 
obedience, humility, devotedness. But 
what more? Then ponder that commis- 
sion. Measure well each word. Do this. 
Here is a chance for an ample page of 
choicest appreciation of Jesus’ words. 

3. Teaching hints. (a) Christ Jesus 
taught from a boat. No cathedral, no 
choir, no vestments, no consecrated im- 
plements of any ‘sort. What are the 


essentials of any teaching? What, in all 
soberness, are the real necessities for ef- 
fective teaching under Christ? 

(b) The power of mere manner. Pic- 
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ture the Master’s appearance through 
all this: as He stood in the focus of the 
throng; as He threaded out; as He step- 
ped into the boat (would He be awk- 
ward?); as He seemed to Peter’s eye, 
while speaking to the throng; as He sur- 
veyed the sea and chose where to drop 
the net; as the boat stood full; as He 
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quieted Peter’s fear. Think of this mere 
manner, mute but strong. 

(c) The transit of Christ’s attention 
from the multitude to Peter. 

(d) The simplicity, majesty, familiar- 
ity of Christ: how entirely, in Him, these 
three agree!

In Memoriam 


A letter written to friends of the family by Mrs. Theodora Gordon Hall, sister of 
Ernest Gordon, concerning his last days and the funeral 


O MANY have asked for details of 
our dear brother’s last hours, that 
I thought I would write down a few, 
thinking the same letter may serve all, 
thus conserving time and strength as 
much as possible. I wish to write a little 
of the: days preceding the end of his 
earthly journey. 
He had some trouble with his heart 


‘in 1951, but recovered quite well and 


was reasonably active along all lines for 
several years. On November 2, 1954, 
just at the time that his book, “The Fact 
of Miracle,” 1 was published, he seemed 
to be the object of a satanic attack, suf- 
fering from insomnia and other troubles. 
Prayer and resistance to the Adversary 
in the name of the Lord Jesus finally 
brought deliverance from these outward 


* attacks, but he never slept again as well 


as before his sleep had thus been con- 
tinuously broken. I believe that this was 
the beginning of the end-for him. 


A two-weeks’ stay in the hospital pre- 
ceded his last sickness, but for about a 
month after that he seemed fairly well. 


Christmas Day was Spent with the rest 
of the family at the home of his niece, 
Mrs. Harriet Williams, where everyone 
had an especially happy day. We sang 
among other hymns, “Jesus, blessed 
Jesus,” two verses of which are as fol- 
lows: 

He never forsakes in the darkest hour, 

Jesus, blessed Jesus; 
His arm is around us with keeping power, 
Jesus, blessed Jesus; 

When we enter the shadowland; 

When at Jordan we trembling stand 

He will meet us with outstretched hand, 

This Jesus, blessed Jesus, 
What joy it will be when we see His face, 
Jesus, blessed Jesus; 
. Forever to sing of His love and grace; 
Jesus, blessed Jesus; 

There at home on that shining shore, 

With the loved ones gone on before; 

We will praise Him forevermore, 

Our Jesus, blessed Jesus. 


These words seemed to affect us 
deeply, as if they were premonitory, as 
indeed they proved to be. For on re- 
turning home he had a very severe heart 
attack which I thought would take his 
life then and there. However, the 
powers of darkness were fought off with 
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prayer and praise, and he came through. 
But from that time on he remained 
downstairs and never dressed or went 
out again. 

The Sunday afternoon before he died, 
on Friday, the other members of the 
family came here to visit him, and we 
all gathered around the piano and sang 
the hymns from “Immanuel Hymnal” 
(out of print), which he loved so dearly. 
This he enjoyed so very much. Little 
Stephen came also and kissed him good- 
by so tenderly. As it happened it was 
for the last time. 


We had a wonderful nurse who took 
care of him at night, but he had so much 
difficulty in breathing, which nothing 
seemed to relieve, that, at his urgent 
request, we decided to take him back 
to the hospital, where he could receive 
oxygen. We thought also that the change 
might benefit him and that after a while 
he could return to us. 


However, the Lord had different plans, 
for on Friday morning, February 10, 
at 6.30, he went quietly to sleep in Jesus, 
after having been unconscious from 
about midnight. He had been in the 
hospital only two days. 

We had many conversations together 
while he was here, for his mind was per- 
fectly clear to the very end. He often 
exclaimed, “Sown in weakness! Sown 
in weakness!” He knew what this meant, 
for he was so very weak that he could 
not turn in bed. 

One day I was speaking to him of the 
passage in Philippians 3:21 about “this 
body of humiliation.” We agreed that 
it was a most apt description, for it is 
indeed a humiliation to be aged and 
helpless and weak when we would al- 
ways wish to be young, vigorous, and 
virile. But at last we succumb to the 
“bondage of corruption,” following all 
the way in the feotsteps of our beloved 
Lord. He seemed deeply touched, and 
the tears came into his eyes, as he spoke 
of how they tock our Lord’s helpless 
body down from the cross, He Himself 
tasting the depths of humiliation for 
our sakes. 

Then we went on to speak of what it 
meant to be “raised in power.” The 
second step could never take place wifh- 
out the first. It was blessed to note the 
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contrasts between our present body of 
humiliation and our future body of 
glory, as revealed in the following pas- 
Sages.

The Lord also brought to my mind 
the two classes mentioned in 1 Thessa- 
lonians 4: 15-18, “the dead in Christ” and 
“we which remain.” The former have 
the priority on that glad resurrection 
morning, and rightly so. Theirs is the 
deeper humiliation, thus theirs the 
greater honor and glory. 

The following Tuesday the services 
for our brother were held at the Baptist 
Church in West Harwich which he faith- 
fully attended. Dr. Howard, Editor of 
Tue SunpAY ScHoot Times, spoke briefly 
of his contacts with him over the 
twenty-eight years of their association 
together. He mentioned the last note 
he received from him, which was signed 
“Paul, the Aged.” Thus he used the 
passage in 2 Timothy 4:7 about Paul 
having “kept the faith,” as illustrating 
his life. He spoke of his unobtrusive- 
ness and humility, of his prayer life and 
gift for Bible study. His brother, the 
Rev. Arthur H. Gordon, was also pres- 
ent, and his nephew, the Rev. John M. 
Gordon. The former was able to give 
a very interesting resumé of his life, 
although, he said afterward, feelings 
welled up within him which prevented 
him from saying all he could and would 
like to have said. The Lord also en- 
abled him to close the service with 
prayer, 

His niece, Harriet Williams, played 
hymns from his hymnbook before and 
after the service, and two young ladies 
sang, “Jesus, Blessed Jesus.” 

Mr. Corbett, the pastor of the church, 
then spoke, telling, among other things; 
of helps and encouragements given him 
by our brother, things of which.I never 
knew. He also sang the lovely hymn 
from the “Immanuel Hymnal,” “When 
the Day of Toil Is Done.”

Who in Scripture qualify for this classification?

It should be pointed out that the question of inspiration is not under 


discussion in the following article. 


New Testament criticism has indeed

attempts to identify certain of the eyewitnesses mentioned by Luke in 


his prologue. 


It would but strengthen our confidence in the record if it 


could be made clear who these eyewitnesses of the Passion actually 


were.

N THE dedication of his Gospel to 

Theophilus, Luke acknowledges his 
obligations to those who had been 
autoptai, “eyewitnesses” (Luke 1:2), 
who had themselves seen the “things 
most surely believed among us,” and who 
were “ministers of the word.” Are there 
in Scripture those who can qualify for 
this classification? I think so. 

In the opening verse of Acts 13, leaders 
of the Church at Antioch are presented. 
Their names deserve attention: 

Simeon, who was called “Niger,” “the 
Black,” for there were black Jews in 
Africa then as. now, is paired with Lu- 
cius of the African province of Cyrene. 
This makes it probable that the former 
was Simon Cyrene, who bore the cross of 
Christ and that he was associated with 
Lucius, the Latin for “Luke,” as citizen 
of the same province (Acts 11:20 indi- 
cates more than one from Cyrene in 
Antioch at that time). A natural in- 
ference is that this was Luke the Evange- 
list, and there is nothing one knows of 
in Scripture that disallows it. If this 


inference is correet, it throws important 
light upon the sources of New Testament 
narrative. 

Simon Cyrene, after his service to our 
suffering Lord, would in_all probability

have lingered nearby, during the cru- 
cifixion hours. What there happened 
would have been stamped indelibly on 
his mind. It has been difficult to ac- 
count for the fact that six of the seven 
utterances from the cross are absent 
from the Gospels of Matthew and Mark. 
Those reported in Luke and John, three 
in each, differ altogether from each 
other. John’s report of the sayings were 
those of an earwitness, namely, himself, 
Whence came Luke's? 

The Galilean group had withdrawn to 
a distance from the cross (Matt, 27:55). 
At this distance they would have heard 
only the loud cries (Mark 15:34, 37)— 
the cry of dereliction, which is recorded 
in full, and the cry, “It is finished,” 
alluded to, but not repeated. In the 
darkness and confusion, it would have 
been difficult for any, save those close 
to the cross to hear conversation. John 
left early to remove Christ’s mother 
from the scene, and the other women 
had withdrawn to the Galilean group. 
That would have left Simon Cyrene, and, 
in Luke’s Gospel, are recorded incidents 
and words that might well have had 
their origin in his memories—notably 
the episode in Luke 23:37, and the ad-

The Lesson as a Whole 
By J. C. Macaulay, D.D. 


Approach to the Lesson 
ITHOUT today’s lesson all our 
W study of the last six months 
would be meaningless. Take 
away the twenty-fourth chapter of Luke 
and we shall have to entitle the book 
“A Brief Sketch of the Life of Jesus of 
Nazareth,” by Doctor Luke. But with 
the twenty-fourth chapter, it is “The 
Gospel According to St. Luke.” Stop 
at the death of Christ and all you have 
is a lovely story ending in tragedy. Go 
on to the Resurrection, and you have 
the good news “that through this man 
is preached unto you the forgiveness 
of sins” (Acts 13:38). If Jesus did not 
rise from the dead, humanity is left 
without hope, groping in the dark; hav- 
ing no goal. But with that tomb empty, 
the light shines in our darkness, and 
we have a living hope through Him who 
died and rose again.

Verse by Verse 

Luke 24:13-27 tells about the walk to 
Emmaus, when our Lord caught up with 
the two travelers and expounded the 
Scriptures to them until] they were at 
the destination of the two. Our lesson 
portion breaks in here. 

Verse 28—“And they drew nigh... 
he made as though he would have gone 
further.” It was no “act’’ on the part of 
Jesus to seem to be going farther. He 
would not have gone in with the two 
without an invitation. - 

Verse 29.—“Abide with us... the day 
is far spent .. .” The lateness of the day 
and their strong attachment to the 
“stranger” lent urgency to their invita- 
tion. This verse is the text of the great 
hymn, “Abide Witk Me.” 

Verse 30.—“. . . he took bread, and 
blessed it, and brake, and gave to them.” 
This was not a sacramental act. It was 
a common meal, but Jesus took over as 
host, and acted as His followers had 
often seen Him act—giving thanks, 
breaking, and distributing. 

Verse 31—“And ... they knew him; 
and he vanished out of their sight.” No 
doubt the familiar act played a part in 
the recognition, but there was also a 
sovereign lifting of their blindness, as 
there was a sovereign imposing of it 
(v. 16). The vanishing was as super- 
natural as the appearing. 

Verse 32.—“Did not our heart burn 


parted from them, and carried up into heaven. 
52 And they worshipped him, and returned to Jerusalem 


53 And were continually in the temple, praising and bless- 
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within us... while he opened to us the 
scriptures?” Now they understood their 
experience of the burning heart. They 
had been walking with Him, and their 
hearts had sensed His presence even 
when their eyes and minds were closed. 


Verse 33.—“And they .. . returned to 
Jerusalem ...” The revelation of the 
risen Lord gave new strength to their 
wearied bodies and wings to their feet. 
The news was too good to keep, even till 
morning. 


Verse 34.—“. _. The Lord is risen in- 
deed, and hath appeared to Simon.” 
They found the others already talking 
about the risen Lord, and especially His 
appearing to Peter, who, after his base 
denial, sorely needed a meeting with the 
Saviour. 


Verses 35-43 tell of the Lord’s appear- 
ing to His assembled disciples, and of 
the evidences which He gave them of the 
reality of His resurrection. 


Verse 44.—“. . . all things must be ful- 
filled ... in the law .. . prophets . 
psalms, concerning me.” Jesus refers to 
His many pronouncements regarding His 
coming death and resurrection (9:22; 
18: 31-33, and. so forth), which the dis- 
ciples had been unable to receive. Now 
He shows that these events were in ful- 
fillment of the Old Testament Scriptures. 


Verse 45.—“Then opened he their un- 
derstanding . , . the scriptures.” This 
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was not accomplished in one appearing. 
See Acts 1:3, 

Verse 46.—“. . . it behoved Christ to 
suffer, and to rise from the dead the 
third day.” His death and resurrection 
were, of course, the central theme, and 
shown from Scripture to be in the divine 
purpose. 

Verse 47.—“. . . repentance and remis- 
sion of sins . .. in his name among all 
nations, beginning at Jerusalem.” Here 
is the purpose of His death and resur- 
rection. See how He is breaking through 
to the whole world. Jerusalem is now 
only a starting point. The remission of 
sins which comes from the Cross is not 
apart from repentance. 

Verse 48.—“And ye are witnesses of 
these things.” This verse is an abbrevi- 
ated form of the great commission. See 
Luke’s enlargement in Acts 1:8. 

Verse 49.—*. . . I send the promise of 
my Father .: . tarry ye... until ye be 
endued with power from on high.” The 
“promise” is precisely the enduement 
“with power from on high.” 

Verse 50:—“. . .‘to Bethany . . . lifted 
up his hands, and blessed them.” Verses 
44-50 cover’a period of forty days. The 
Ascension did not take place from Beth- 
any, but from a spot on the. Mount of 
Olives “over against,”-or.in the neigh- 
borhood of, Bethany. 

Verse 51.—“. . . while he blessed them, 
he was parted from them .. . into 
heaven.” Only Luke gives us this detail, 
that the Ascension took place while 
Jesus was in the act of pronouncing a 
benediction upon His disciples. 

Verse 52.—“And they worshipped him 

..with great joy.” Here was a part- 
ing which filled them. with joy—very 
different from the parting on the day of 
His crucifixion. 

Verse 53.—“. . . continually in the tem- 
ple, praising and blessing God.” A great 
statement, really referring to the days 
after Pentecost. Till then, see Acts ]: 
13, 14, 


The Heart of the Lesson 

The two disciples who were walking 
to Emmaus that afternoon of the first 
day of the week were in a strange state 
of mind. They were still stunned by the 
sorrow which had overwhelmed them in 
the crucifixion of Him whom they had 
come to regard as the long-looked-for 
Messiah. Their love for Him had made 
their grief the more sharp and bitter, 
while His death had meant the crushing 
of all their hopes. But there was tur- 
moi] in their minds. They had not left 
Jerusalem before the report of the 
women who had been early at the tomb 
had reached them. That Jesus was no 
longer in the tomb seemed certain, but 
that He was risen from the dead seemed 
impossible. Their knowledge and un- 
derstanding of their own Scriptures 
were all too meager to cast the needed 
light on this baffling situation.

Into their doleful and heavy conversa- 
tion a stranger entered, and the seven 
miles to Emmaus seemed to drop away. 
Their hearts were lightened and warmed, 
while they began to see some meaning 
to the strange events of the past days. 
Then at supper that stranger-guest as- 
sumed the role of host, and as He 
gave thanks and brake bread in His old 
accustomed way, their holden eyes were 
onened—they saw the risen Lord! 
Strengthened by the vision, they has- 
tened back to Jerusalem with the good 
news. So the Lord Jesus still enters 
into frustrated,. perplexed lives, and by 
the radiance of His presence gives new 
meaning and purpose. 

What He did for these two, the Lord 
kept on doing for His little band of dis- 
ciples for forty days. But’ always new 
revelation was but preparation for the 
new and widened commission. He 
the Saviour of the world, and those’ to 
whom He reveals Himself must have the 
world for their parish. So it is still, and 
when we go forth to all the world as His 
heralds, we may do so strengthened by 
the vision of a risen Saviour stretching 
over us His mighty pierced hands in love 
and effectual benediction.

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Topics for Development 


Emmaus. We cannot be certain of 
the location of Emmaus. There is a 
place west of Jerusalem with a name 
quite similar, but it is twenty miles 
away, and it is quite certain that these 
two disciples did not make the forty-mile 
round trip that day. The more likely 
spot is a village, Kubeibeh, seven miles 
northwest of Jerusalem. It is certainly 
within walking distance, and at the time 
of the Crusaders was believed to be the 
site of Emmaus. 

‘Cleopas. Who is this-Cleopas? There 
is a. Cleophas mentioned in John 19:25, 
who by many is identified with the Cleo- 
pas of our lesson. The Cleophas of John 
was the husband of Mary‘s sister, also 
called Mary. Tradition has it that this 
same Cleophas was also the brother of 
Joseph, the husband of our Lord’s 
mother. We can have no certainty, how- 
ever, about this, and as for the com- 
panion of Cleopas, efforts to-identify him 
or her are mostly guesswork. Some be- 
lieve that the companion was his wife. 

Christ in the Old Testament. Twice 
over in this chapter our Lord indicates 
that the Old Testament Scriptures speak 
of Him (vs: 27, 44). This has become the 
Christian’s attitude to the Old Testa- 
ment. It points to Christ, not only in 
direct prophecy, but in an abundance of 
types and symbols. Luke says that Jesus 
expounded to the.Emmaus disciples “in 
all the scriptures the things concerning 
himself,” while Jesus Himself is quoted 
as* Saying to the disciples: “All things 
must be fulfilled, which were written 
in the law of Moses, and in thé prophets, 
and in the psalms, concerning me,” so 
referring to the three divisions of the 
Hebrew Bible. The few Scriptures that 
we generally quote as pointing to the 
ministry, death, and resurrection of 
Christ are just a beginning in a vast study 
which was well described by Hodgkin 
in the title of her book, “Christ in All 
the Scriptures.”

“He made as though he would have 
gone further” (Luke 24:28)—He was 
testing them. Did they want more of 
His companionship? This mysterious 
Stranger had joined Himself to Cleopas 
and his partner, as they walked from 
Jerusalem to Emmaus. 

He had asked them’ about the manner 
of their communication, and the: reason 
for their apparent sadness. When they 
mentioned things that had happened in 
Jerusalem, He sought to draw them out 
by asking, “What things?” 

He had perfect knowledge of what had 
happened; but He wanted them to give 
Him their version of those world-shaking 
events. What must have been His feel- 
ing when they said: “Concerning Jesus 
of Nazareth, which was a prophet mighty 
in deed and word before God and all 
the people: and how the chief priests 
and our rulers delivered him to be con- 
demned to death, and have crucified 
him.” 

How He must have looked at them as 
they expressed that which was the ex- 
tent of their faith at this moment! “But 
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Lesson for April 1 


we trusted that it had been he which 
should have redeemed Israel.” 

A person who had been a mighty 
prophet, but now (in their thoughts) a 
corpse, could not fulfill their longing 
for Israel’s national redemption. No 
wonder they were disappointed and de- 
jected! Death had changed hope to de- 
spair! So they were going home dis- 
heartened. : 

Hearken! they proceed to inform the 
stranger of the testimony of the women 
who had found the tomb empty on this the 
third day. They also repeat the message 
of the angel as to His being alive; and 
they continue with the report of Peter 
and John. They conclude with the mel- 
ancholy news, “But him they saw not.” 

They must have been startled to have 
this stranger cal] them fools for not be- 
lieving all the prophets had spoken. The 
prophets certainly mentioned a national 
redemption of Israel—and all such 
prophecies shall be fulfilled in their 
time; but they also had much to say 
about the sufferings of Israel’s Messiah. 
Had these disciples believed such proph- 
ecies they would have been prepared 
to witness the death and resurrection of 
the Messiah. 

As far as the record goes, they did 
not answer the question: “Ought not 
Christ to have suffered these things, and 
to enter into his glory?” But they lis- 
tened intently as the stranger “ex- 
pounded unto them in all the scriptures, 
the things concerning himself.” In all 
likelihood, the Saviour emphasized the 
passages relating to His sufferings, 

Now they were at the village “whither 
they went.” Would they be glad to be 
relieved of the presence of this one, who 
had spoken so plainly to them? Or did 
they desire more of His presence? He 
had welded their hearts together, so to 
speak, and given them an aggravated 
case of heartburn. To their everlast- 
ing credit be it said they did want more 
of His company! 

“But they constrained him, saying, 
Abide with us” (Luke 24:29).—How the 
Saviour loves to be constrained! How 
b'essedly He responds to our constrain- 
ing! How appropriate Lyte’s dying 
hymn: “Abide with me; fast falls the 
eventide”’! 

Never shall we be lonely, never have 
to complain of want of companionship, 
if we acquire the blessed habit of com- 
muning with Him, There was an elderly 
Scotsman, who was somewhat of a shut- 
in. As he was sitting by his humble 
fire, a visitor asked him if he was not 
lonesome sitting there all day. He said, 
“No, no, I just sit here ‘clacking’ with 
Jesus.” When we say that “clacking” is 
with the Scottish the word for friendly 
talking, our readers will not suppose 
there was irreverence in the old man’s 
words; perhaps they may see something 
to be envied, as well as admired. 

In life, or death, it is the same. A man 
asked a Negro, “You are an old man; 
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will you not die soon?” “Yes, indeed,” 
answered the Negro. “Well, where are 
you going?” To the better. land!” 
“What makes you think so?” “Well, I 
can’t exactly explain, but somehow, as 
I come nearer to death, the Lord and 
I get nearer and nearer together.” 

“He took bread, and blessed it, and 
brake, and gave .. .” (Luke 24:30).— 
When He accepts an invitation to abide 
with us, He necessarily takes His true 
place as host, blesser, and giver. 

Not long ago, a certain motto was a 
common sight in the homes of Christians 
—one of the lines of which said: “Christ 
is the unseen Guest at every meal.” It 
is now a matter of thanksgiving to ob- 
serve that in many instances the line 
has been changed to read: “Christ is 
the unseen Host at every meal.” Since 
He is Lord, He must be host! 

“It is unnecessary to raise any aca- 
demic questions as to whether this was 
actually the Lord’s Supper. To these 
two it could not be exactly a feast of 
remembrance, for Christ was with them. 
Nor was the Lord’s Supper formally 
instituted as a church rite until Paul ad- 
dressed his Letter to the Corinthians. 
Nevertheless, and none the less, our 
Lord’s action here was with special in- 
tent, and more than one feature of the 
Supper is present” (Russell Elliott). 

“And they rose up the same hour, and 
returned” (Luke 24: 33).—With what joy- 
fulness of heart those eight miles to 
Jerusalem were retraced! They had had 
a revelation of their risen Lord which 
gave them victory over their doubts and 


‘fears. They must share the joyful news 


with others of the Lord’s disciples. But 
when they reached their destination, they 
found the Eleven, rejoicing and exclaim- 
ing, “The Lord is risen indeed.” Now 
repentance and remission of sins should 
be preached to all in the name of the 
risen and ascended Lord.

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to find there are reaches farther on. 
“As our areas of knowledge enlarge into 
the space of the unknown, the domain 
of our ignorance extends steadily be- 
yond.” The great telescope of Mount 
Palomar has photographed planets more 
than a thousand light years distant, only 
to discover that they are on the brink 
of other solar systems. Nuclear fission 
has opened up new worlds in physics. 
Yet in every line of discovery possibili- 
ties seem to mushroom into infinity. In- 
stead of reducing mysteries, they mul- 
tiply. 

But the greatest mysteries are in the 
spiritual realm, and ranking first in these 


-is the mystery of the Resurrection, 


which is the subject of our lesson to- 
day. Before going into it, let us take 
comfort in this fact: while there is much 
of mystery that we cannot understand, 
and never will in this life, yet God in 
His holy Word has shown us clearly 
how to deal with it—and especially how 
to deal with the mystery of the resur- 
rection of the Lord Jesus Christ from 
the dead. Jesus told the two disciples 
on their way to Emmaus, the day after 
He had risen, how to deal with the mys- 
tery, and that was to believe it. “O 
fools, and slow of heart to believe all 
that the prophets have spoken” (Luke 
24:25). And the Lord Jesus wants you 
and me to believe it. See how He proved 
it to the disciples, after they had seen 
the empty tomb, as recorded by Luke: 
“Behold my hands and my feet, that it 
is I myself: handle me, and see; for a 
spirit hath not flesh and bones, as ye 
see me have. And when he had thus 
spoken, he shewed them his hands and 
his feet” (24:39, 40). Then to show them 
more fully, He asked them for some- 
thing to eat. They gave Him a piece 
of broiled fish and a honeycomb “and 
he took it, and did eat before them.” 
Great lawyers and great doctors have 
said that no historical fact has been 
more fully proved than the resurrection 
of Jesus Christ. 

Paul -wrote the Philippians, “That I 
may know him, and the power of his 
resurrection” (3:10). We cannot have 
the power of resurrection, fellows, but 
we can have the benefit and the blessing 
of it. Just as Jesus passed through the 
stone door of the sealed tomb (it was 
rolled away in order that the disciples 
might see the tomb was empty), and just 
as He came into the closed room where 
the terror-stricken disciples were gath- 
ered, having the power to pass through 
a solid substance, just so, He, now, the 
risen Christ, can enter into you if you 
will ask Him to do so. Paul also wrote 
the Galatians: “. . . nevertheless I live; 
yet not I, but Christ liveth in me: and 
the life which I now live in the flesh I 
live by the faith of the Son of God, who 
loved me, and gave himself for me” 
(2:20). 


You see, fellows, it is not your faith - 


that carries you safely through a temp- 
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tation. Your faith is not equal to it. 


But if you have accepted Jesus as your. 


Saviour, He lives in you, and it is His 
faith which enables you to conquer. 

I think it is quite within the bounds 
of possibility that one day you might 
meet with Paul in Glory, and you might 
remind him of his expressed longing to 
the Galatians to know resurrection 
power. Won't it be fine if you can then 
say, “Paul, I know what it is, too”?

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My Class of Girls

ODAY we have our last lesson from 

the Gospel of Luke, so we must be- 
gin by building up the chart. We'll 
divide the emblems among us, and see 
how quickly we can get all of them put 
up. (1) Angel and Zacharias, (2) Man- 
ger, (3) The Boy Jesus in the Temple, 
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(4) Satan Tempting Christ, (5) Christ 
Healing a Leper, (6) Jesus Healing a 
Man Brought in Bed, (7) Jesus Saying 
to Matthew, “Follow Me,” (8) Christ 
Raising the Widow's Son, (9) The 
Sower,- (10) The Transfiguration, (11) 
The Good Samaritan, (12) Children 
Praying, (13) Barn of the Rich Fool, 
(14) Woman Bent Double, (15) Table 
for the Great Supper, (16) Prodigal and 
Pig, (17) Pharisee and Publican, (18) 
Zacchaeus, (19) Crown for Man Who Used 
Talents, (20) Christ Riding Into Jeru- 
salem on Donkey, (21) Peter on Night of 
Christ’s Arrest, (22) The Cross, (23) 
The Empty Tomb, (24) Christ Ascend- 
ing to Heaven. Good! Who remembers 
why there is a large picture of Christ 
in the center of this chart? (Because 
Christ is the center of Luke’s Gospel.) 
Right. And He is also the center of the 
whole Bible. 

Luke 24, our chapter for today, is a 
favorite of many Christians, including 
myself. It opens by telling how the 
women from Galilee came very : early 
that first Easter morning, laden with 
costly spices, to the tomb of the Lord 
Jesus. When they saw that the great 
stone had been rolled away, they went 
into the tomb, but found to their amaze- 
ment that His body was gone. Sud- 
denly two shining men stood before 
them, and in their fright the women 
bowed down their faces to the earth. 

Read what the angels said in verses 
5-7. Verse 8 tells us that when the an- 
gels had reminded them, they remem- 
bered the words of Jesus. Who can 
quote the verses they remembered? They 
are the first ones we learned on “The 
Resurrection” card, Matthew 17:22, 23. 

Now read verses 9-11. Peter and the 
other disciple had also forgotten these 
words of Jesus. 7 

Next we read of two of the disciples 
who set out that same day to walk to 
Emmaus, a village seven or eight miles 
from Jerusalem. As they walked along, 
they were speaking of the unjust and 
cruel death of their loved Friend, whom 
they recognized as a mighty prophet. Of 
course He was much more than that. 
While they were talking together, a 
stranger came alongside and asked why 
they were sad. They told Him of Jesus’ 
betrayal and death which had ended 
their hope that He was the Messiah. 
They also mentioned that some of the 
women, when they went to the tomb 
early that morning, found it empty, and 
two angels told them that Jesus was 
risen! 

Read what Jesus said in verses 25, 26. 
The Lord loved these disciples, but He 
was telling them that they were foolish 
not to believe all that the prophets had 
spoken, for they had foretold His death 
and resurrection. 

Now read verse 26. Can you see why 
we say that Christ is the center of the 
Bible? He expounded unto them in all the 
Scriptures the things concerning Him- 
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self. What a wonderful sermon those 
two disciples heard that day! Although 
it must have been long, they did not 
want the stranger to stop talking. Read 
what happened when they got to Em- 
maus (vs. 28, 29). If they had not beg- 
ged Jesus to stay with them, they would 
have missed the climax of that wonder- 
ful message. What was it? (He let them 
see that it was Himself.) Yes, they sud- 
denly recognized in Him their risen 
Lord. 

After they realized that it was the 
Lord and He had vanished out of their 
sight, what did they:do? Yes, they 
started the long walk back to Jerusalem 
the very same hour, so as to tell the 
Eleven that they had seen Jesus, and 
He had talked with them. When they 
got there, what did the Eleven tell 
them? (“The Lord is risen indeed.”) 
And that was the second verse we 
learned on “The Resurrection” card. 


Then these two disciples from Emmaus 
told the Eleven: how they had recog- 
nized the Lord. While they were ‘tell- 
ing this, Jesus Himself stood in the 
midst and said, “Peace be unto you.” 
Then He showed them His hands and 
His side, so that they could see that He 
was the Saviour who had died for them. 
Then He asked for something to eat to

“With great grief of heart I write 
of my visit to the leper colony of 
Athens, where some of the inmates 
have been confined for a period of 15, 
20, or even 30 years. Some go about 
with their noses eaten away, others 
with their fingers wasted to mere 
stubs or blistered and deformed as 
though by scalding water, some with 
their ears or an eye missing, many 
totally blind. Their plight is so tragic 
that it was quite a while before I 
could bring myself to attempt a few 
words of comfort, to distribute New 
Testaments to some and speak of the 
love of Christ to others. The chil- 
dren axe especially pitiful, running 
goer if you attempt to approach 

em. 


“Many of these people have no one 
in this world, and some who do are 
rarely visited because of their tragic 
disease. One sight I shall never 
forget—the ward of the seriously ill. 
There I saw men and women lying 
with closed eyes, and if it were not 
for the slight movement of the bed- 
clothes caused by their breathing I 
would have thought them dead. Their 
faces were pale and their boned’ pro- 
truded through their skin. These 
were the silent living dead. 


“IT would like to ask you to pray 
for all of these unfortunate sufferers 
and to give whatever the Lord may 
lead you to, for their help. The only 
relief which we can give them is the 
comfort of our visits and those of our 
missionaries, the Word of God and 
our financial assistance to meet some 
of their most desperate needs. 


“How I wish you could have seen 
the joy on their faces when I gave 
some of them small sums of money 
from the American Mission to Greeks! 
How I wished I had enough to give 
to all and to supply each one with a 
Bible or a New Testament! Only the 
love of God and the compassion of 
Christians can make this possible. It 
may be that you can help me to re- 
turn to them with the evidences of 
your love.”

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convince them that He was not a spirit, 
but the same person with whom they 
had companied three and a half years. 
Read ‘verse 44. Here again we learn 
that there are prophecies of Christ in 
the whole Old Testament, and as He 
explained these to them, He opened their 
understanding that they might under- 
stand the Scriptures. 

A busy father was constantly inter- 
rupted by his children. One evening 
he came home with a puzzle map of a 
country with which they were not fa- 
miliar. He said, “I don’t want any of 
you to bother me till you have this map 
put together.” He thought that this 
would take a long time, but in just a 
few minutes they came to tell him joy- 
fully that it was all done. “However 
could you do it so quickly?” he asked. 
“Oh,” they answered, “we found a pic- 
ture of a man on the back. We just put 
him together and then turned him over, 
and the map was together.” The man 
Christ Jesus is the key to the Bible. 
When we see Him in the Scriptures we 
begin to understand them. 

Now let us read from verse 46 to the 
end of the chapter. Here the Lord tells 
the disciples that they are~to be His 
witnesses after He has ascended to 
Heaven. When the day came for Him to 
ascend He led them out to Bethany, “and 
he lifted up his: hands, and blessed 
them.” What a beautiful scene! The 
sinless Saviour, the holy Son of man, 
ascends to Heaven in the act of blessing 
those He leaves behind.’ They. wor- 
shiped Him and returned to Jerusalem 
full of joy, and were constantly in the 
Temple blessing and praising God. What 
a happy ending to this Book of Luke! 

Since this is our last Sunday on “The 
Resurréction” card, we must review all 
the verses we have learned from it and 
then learn the last one. Question, “Will 
the bodies of Christians be raised?” An- 
swer, “Every man in his own order: 
Christ the firstfruits; afterward they that 
are Christ’s at his coming” (1 Cor. 15:23).

Another Meeting at Emmaus.—But 
they constrained him, saying, Abide with 
us ... And he went in to tarry with 
them (Luke 24:29). In World War I a 
battle had been fought near Emmaus 
between the Turks and Allenby’s army. 
A young boy of nineteen had been mor- 
tally wounded. He was a cheery soul, 
loved by his whole detachment and most 
of all by his chief, Major Gilbert. When 
the Turks had been defeated and were 
in retreat, the Major went to see him. 
True to his nature the boy tried to smile 
when he saw his commander, but it was 
difficult. Major Gilbert, who knew his 
Bible, told him the story of Emmaus, 
where they had fought that very day. 
He told about the two downcast disciples 
who had once walked on the Emmaus 
road; how they were joined by a 
stranger who cheered them up and 
caused their hearts to burn. When the 
stranger, apparently, was about to leave 
them, they entreated him to stay. Just 
then the sun shone in, lighting the sol- 
dier’s face. “Thank you for telling me 
that story, sir! ‘Abide With Me’ is my 
mother’s favorite hymn. I shall be able 
to sleep now. God bless you, sir.” Next 
morning there was an empty cot in Em- 
maus waiting for its next occupant.—

If the background is not large 
enough to keep all these pictures on at 
a time, some may be removed.) 

Finally, His enemies killed Him. It 
was all part of the triune God’s plan, 
made before the earth was even made, 
that we might be saved from our sins. 
But none of the Lord’s friends under- 
stood this then. (Picture of cross or 
tomb, with the two circles placed be- 
hind it.) Then came the first Easter Sun- 
day! The disciple friends were so upset 
in all their thoughts! First, that the 
Lord should be killed that way! Second, 
that His body was gone, and the women 
said some angels told them He was alive! 
None of them could figure it out. That 
Sunday afternoon (to them it was the day 
after their Sabbath) two of them were 
walking the seven miles home from Jeru- 
salem, talking and wondering about all 
these things. A stranger came along 
and joined in the conversation. (Tell the 
story of Luke 24:15-48.) What a thrill- 
ing evening that was! 

Another strange and wonderful experi- 
ence came forty days later, at the time 
of the Lord Jesus’ last visit with them. 
“You are to tell the world the things 
you know. I am sending to you what 
My Father promised. Stay in the city 
until you are clothed with power from 
above.” He raised His arms and prayed 
God’s blessing on them. While He was 
doing this, He was taken from them up 
into Heaven, (With the two circles be- 
hind it, move an Ascension picture of the 
Lord up to Heaven. Arrange the circles 
as at first, and if the Ascension picture 
is in proper proportion, pin it over the 
Son circle.) The disciples knelt in wor- 
ship, then went back to Jerusalem with 
joy. Now they understood God’s great 
plans. And they were to tell the world! 

“The Lord is risen indeed” (Luke 24: 
34, Memory Verse). We shall see Him 
some day! He has work for us to do, 
as well as for Peter and John and the 
rest. You have finished Luke a chapter 
at a time. Can you do Acts two chapters 
at a time? Acts 1 and 2 tell how the 
power from Heaven came, and what 
Peter did to tell the world. 

Save the visual aid. We shall use it 
again next week.

T WAS Easter Sunday afternoon. 

Cleopas and another follower of the 
Lord Jesus were on their long, weary 
way home. (Teacher: It was about seven 
miles.) The road was dusty. They were 
tired. And they were sad. Anyone, 
simply by looking at them, could see 
how sad they were. 
As they walked, they were talking 
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about the things that had happened re- 
cently. The Lord Jesus, whom they 
dearly loved and whom they had fol- 
lowed, had been put to death. They had 
thought that He was the Saviour sent 
from God. But now He was dead. And 
they were sad—very, very sad. 

A stranger, seeing their sadness, joined 
them on the road. “What are you talk- 
ing about? What makes you so sad?” 
He asked. 

Cleopas answered, “Are you a stranger 
in Jerusalem? Haven’t you known what 
has been happening the past few days?” 

“What things?” the stranger wanted to 
know, 

“Concerning Jesus of Nazareth,” Cleo- 
pas replied. “He was a prophet, mighty 
in deed and word before God and all the 
people. He was taken before the rulers 
of the land and they condemned Him 
to death. Then He was crucified. We 
had hoped that He was the Saviour sent 
from God. But now we hear from some 
women who went to His tomb, that His 
body is not in the grave. The angel told 
the women that He is alive. Some of 
His disciples went to the tomb, and, 
surely enough, His body was not there. 
But they did not see Him.” 

“Do you not understand all that the 
prophets have spoken?” the stranger 
asked. “The Scriptures written long 
ago told us He would suffer and die.” 
Then, beginning with things which 
Moses had written hundreds of years 
before, the stranger showed the two 
what God had foretold concerning His 
Son. Over and over again, as the three 
walked those dusty miles, the stranger 
turned the minds of the two to the Word 
of God—to the parts of the Word that 
told of the Son of God. 

Finally they reached Cleopas’s home. 
The stranger apparently was going to 
continue on. But the two with whom He 
walked said, “Come and stay with us. 
It is getting near evening and the day 
is almost gone.” And the stranger ac- 
cepted their invitation. 

When they sat down together at sup- 
per, they gave their stranger friend the 
seat of honor. He took the bread in His 
hands and thanked the Father in Heaven 
for it. Then He broke it and gave it 
to the pther two. At that very moment, 
the most exciting thing happened! All 
of a sudden Cleopas and the other per- 
son saw that the stranger was not a 
stranger at all. He was the precious 
Lord Jesus, the risen Son of God! Some- 
how, we do not know how, God had 
previously made it impossible for the 
two to recognize the living Lord. Then 
He touched their eyes. Immediately 
they realized that seated with them at 
their table was the Lord whom they loved 
and had followed, He had walked with 
them! He had talked with them! He 
had opened the Scriptures to them and 
showed them what the Word of God had 
to say about Himself! 

And do you know what happened 
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next? The dear Lord Jesus disappeared. 
He was gone from their sight! He now 
had a different kind of body. Now He 
could go through the wall of a tomb; 
He could disappear from a room; He 
could enter a room by going through the 
shut door. Though He had a different 
kind of body, He could eat, He could 
walk, He could talk. And the two had 
seen Him with their very own eyes. The 
Lord had risen indeed! 

The two got up at once and they 
rushed back to Jerusalem. The journey 
that had earlier seemed long, and sad, 
and dusty was forgotten. They had to 
get to the eleven mourning disciples as 
quickly as they could to tell them the 
wonderful news. What an _ exciting 
day it had been—the very first Easter 
Sunday! 

Many hundreds of years have passed 
since that day. But what those two did 
then is exactly the same thing that we 
should do today. We should tell our 


families, we should tell our friends: 
“The Lord Jesus is risen. He is God’s 
Son.”

dress of Jesus to the weeping daughters 
of Jerusalem, which immediately follow 
the statement that Simon, a Cyrenian 
coming out of the country, bore the 
cross after Jesus. Here we have eye 
and earwitness. This again is followed 
immediately by the story of the two 
malefactors (or more rightly “insur- 
gents”). In none of the other Gospels 
is this priceless incident mentioned, this 
story of the penitent and impenitent 
sufferers. 

Here alone, too, in Luke are found the 
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words spoken when the hands were 
nail-pierced, “Father, forgive them; for 
they know not what they do” (Luke 23:- 
34). Who would have been more likely 
to have heard, and remembered, this 
prayer than the cobearer of the cross 
of Jesus. The words, “Father, into thy 
hands I commend my spirit” (Luke 23: 
46), are found in Luke only. Can it be 
that, when all the disciples forsook Him, 
the Cyrenian Black stayed on with John 
(John 19:35) to the sorrowful end? 





N THE Antioch group is also listed 

Manaen, brought up as foster brother 
of Herod the Tetrarch. Here, too, may 
have been a source from which Luke 
drew for his history. Allusions to Herod 
ar€é more common in Luke than in the 
other Gospels, and they run even into 
the Acts (as in the preceding chapter, 
the twelfth). Luke mentions Joanna, 
the wife of Chuza, Herod’s steward 
(8:3). References to Herod occur (Luke 
9:7 and in 13:31, 32, “that fox”), which 
do not appear elsewhere. But the most 
decisive passage is Luke 23:7-12, the 
story of Herod’s mockery of our Lord, 
which again occurs only in Luke. One 
wonders, then, whether the foster 
brother of Herod was not here giving 
testimony of an eyewitness, as Simon 
Cyrene a few verses later in the same 
chapter. 

Certainly Manaen would have had un- 
hindered entrance to the Herodian 
palace. If he were at the time not a 
Christian, curiosity might well have 
made him an interested spectator. Both 
Manaen and Simon may have been 
brought to the feet of Jesus by what 
they saw that day. Apparently Simon 
and Luke of Cyrene, and Barnabas of 
Cyprus, became Spirit-filled preachers 
of the Lord Jesus, their ministry being 
honored in the conversion of great num.

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bers of Greeks at Antioch (Acts 11:20- 
24). 2 

Note that, among the diverse peoples 
gathered on the day of Pentecost, were 
some born in the region of Cyrene (Acts 
2:10). Was Simon Cyrene among them, 
an eye and earwitness of the descent of 
the Spirit? And in Acts 6:9, where Cy- 
renians are again mentioned, was the 
picture of Stephen’s angelic face that 
followed a memory that Simon Cyrene 
himself had retained and transmitted to 
Luke? 

Simeon and Manaen, were, together 
with Luke, laymen chosen by the Spirit 
of God to set apart their brethren, Bar- 
nabas and Saul, for the apostolic career. 
The apostles at Jerusalem were by- 
passed. . 

One usually thinks of Luke as accom- 
panying Paul in the capacity of body 
physician and as recorder of Paul’s mis- 
sionary journeyings. But he may also 
have been active in evangelism else- 
where than in Antioch, although not 
alluding to this ministry in his chronicle, 
out of modesty. This would give new 
significance to the “we” passages in 
Luke. 

And the use of the name “Lucius”’— 
may it not have been a cryptic signature 
after the manner of the time, to his 
authorship of the Book of the Acts? Cer- 
tainly the name of Luke does not occur 
elsewhere in the Acts.

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Dr. Paul W. Rood 


FTER a long period of illness, Dr. 

Paul W. Rood died on Tuesday eve- 
ning, February 14, at his home in La 
Canada, Calif. In 1950 he suffered the first 
of a series of strokes which caused phys- 
ical paralysis and the loss of his speech. 
Though his voice was silent his minis- 
try did not cease, for the last years of 
his life were spent in writing, reading, 
and in intercessory prayer, together with 
his faithful and devoted wife who cared 
for him. He was a long-time friend and 
supporter of THE SuNnDAY ScHOOL TIMES 
and a personal friend of the Editors. 

Dr. Rood was born in Barnum, Minn., 
August 1, 1889, and at the age of four- 
teen moved with his family to Portland. 
Oreg. He was graduated from North 
Park Seminary, Chicago, in 1911, and 
married Neva Nystrom of LaGrange, II1., 
June 25, 1913. There are three sens, 
Woodrow, Rodney, and Don; and two 
daughters, Bonnie and Pauline. Dr. 
Rood held early pastorates in Illinois and 
Minnesota, and for six years was pastor 
of the Mission Covenant Church, Seatt’e, 
during which time the Lake Sammamish 
Bible Conference was started. From 
Seattle he went to Turlock, Calif., where 
he was pastor for eleven years. Then 
he was elected president of the World’s 
Christian Fundamentals Association, suc- 
ceeding Dr. W. B. Riley, an office which 
he held until his illness in 1950. After 
his Turlock pastorate, Dr. Rood served 
the Lake View Mission Covenant Church, 
Chicago. During that time he organ- 
ized a luncheon meeting which resulted 
in the formation of the Christian Busi- 
ness Men’s Committee. 

In 1935 Dr. Rood became president of 
the Bible Institute of Los Ange'es. In 
1938 he resigned to devote full time to 
evangelistic and Bible conference minis- 
try, which he carried on for twelve 
years in the United States, Canada, Cen- 
tral America, and Europe. He could 





- preach in Swedish as well as English. 


For* many years Dr. Rood served as 
president of the International Child 
Evangelism Fellowship and chairman of 
the Slavic Gospel Association. 

Memorial services were held at the 
Mission Covenant Church, Los Angeles, 
on Saturday, February 18. Those par- 
ticipating were: the Rev. Carlton Booth, 
soloist, Fuller Theological Seminary; the 
Rev. Wilbur Nelson, pastor of Grace 
Church of Huntington Park; the Rev. Arvid 
Carlson, pastor Mission Covenant Church 
of Pasadena; Dr. T. J. Bach, director- 
emeritus of the Evangelical Alliance Mis- 
sion; Dr. Sam Sutherland, president of 
the Bible Institute of Los Angeles; the 
Covenant Male Quartette.

In a Tel-Aviv coffee shop | sat bareheaded, 
reading my New Testament. Suddenly the 
skull-capped orthodox Jew opposite me, not 
knowing it was the New Testament | was 
reading, burst out, “How dare you read the 
Holy Writ with uncovered head? Don’t you 
know that this is forbidden?” 

Startled when | challenged him to show 
me a commandment to support his position, 
he admitted that there was no Biblical in- 
junction against my infringement of custom. 

We started a lively conversation, while | 
prayed inwardly. My new acquaintance in- 
troduced himself as Dr. in charge of 
the religious education of Israeli youth. 

Tactfully, | explained that | belonged to 
a society made up mostly of Gentiles, who, 
motivated by their faith in the Lord Jesus 
Christ, love the Jews, pray for them, and 
endeavor to help them spiritually and ma- 
terially— a society called THE FRIENDS 
OF ISRAEL. 

The young doctor was impressed with 
Gentiles who have sympathy for Jews—but 
when he discovered that |, a Jew, also be- 
lieved in Jesus as Messiah, he shouted at 
me, “Hamor!“ (You Ass!) 

His insult attracted a crowd of interested 
Jews, and before them all, | spoke of Ba- 
laam, whose life was saved by an ass. Then 
1 quoted Isaiah, “The ox knoweth his owner, 
and the ass his master’s crib: but Israel doth 
not know, my people doth not consider.” 

“Now, my dear sir, my faith in the true 
King of Israel seems to be foolish in your 
eyes—the braying of an ass. But as for me, 
the crucified Messiah is the power of God 
unto salvation. Search the Scriptures for 
yourself. Our Loy gee speak of Him, the 
pierced One. ... A man named Saul went 
to look for an aes, and found a kingdom. 
You too may find a kingdom through the 
braying of this ‘foolish ass.’ This kingdom 
is the kingdom of God, and its gates are 
open to all who believe in its King, Jesus 
the Messiah.” 

By now the waiters in the coffee shop 
were courteously trying to disperse the 
crowd which had gathered around our table. 
One by one the people went away thought- 
fully. From my heart went out thanksgiving 
and a prayer that His Word may not have 
fallen upon deaf ears. 

In informal conversations like this, in 
meetings, home visitation, and contacts by 
mail, our missionaries are taking the Gospel 
to Jews. This work is being used of God 
to bring souls to Christ. It needs — and 
deserves — your prayerful support.

They must now resign themselves to 
bondage, oppression, slavery. 

Then He said unto them, “O fools, and 
slow of heart to believe all that the 
prophets have spoken: ought not Christ 
to have suffered these things, and to 
enter into his glory? ... And their eyes 
were opened, and they knew him” (Luke 
24:25, 26, 31). For a moment they looked 
at each other in amazement, then the 
light dawned. Their hearts cried, “He 
is alive!” And hope revived. The re- 
turn journey to Jerusalem was ‘very dif- 
ferent from the sorrowful miles of the 
morning. Their feet had,wings because 
in their hearts there reigned a new hope 
that could die no more. The outlook 
was brighter than ever. The redemption, 
the deliverance, the salvation was not 
now just a dream. It was an accom- 
plished fact, and now they could ex- 
pect its manifestation in their own lives, 
in the lives of their fellows, in the 
nation, in the world, in history, accord- 
ing to the decree and power of a risen, 
living Lord and Saviour. 

Have we not been guilty of living be- 
tween Good Friday and Easter? We 
have looked around; we have seen

and our dreams of a better world have 
been dissipated in face of the stark real. 
ities of a world lying in the Wicked One, 
But have we forgotten He rose from the 
dead? \ He lives; He is at the right hand 
of the throne of the majesty in the 
heavens; principalities and powers are 
made subject to Him; the seven-sealed 
Book is in His hand. The purposes of 
God are sure. We do not look to the 
spasmodic efforts of weak men to create 
a new world. We look up to the Man 
of Calvary, the Man in the Glory who is 
bearing along the ages, saving to the 
uttermost all who come unto God by 
Him, and directing all things toward 
that great day when He will come 
again, take His great power, and reign 
King of kings and Lord of lords. With 
the resurrection of Christ despair has 
died, and hope, living hope, sure hope, 
reigns in our hearts. 

This certainty of hope is just as ap- 
plicable to the individual life as it is 
to the cosmic scene. There is an escha- 
tology for each one of us as there is for 
the world at large. The resurrection of 
Christ has made good to us the redemp- 
tion in His blood, and it is our privilege 
to lay hold of that great assurance: 
“And we know that all things work to- 
gether for good to them that love God, 
to them who are the called according to 
his purpose. For whom he did fore- 
know, he also did predestinate to be con- 
formed to the image of his Son” (Rom. 
8:28, 29). We need to go no further. 
There can be nothing greater for any 
man than to be conformed to the image 
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of the Son of God. All the aspirations 
and ambitions of this world pale into 
utter insignificance and vanity in face 
of this, and the resurrection of Christ 
says, It will be so! Hére is our redemp- 
tion; here is the great goal of our being, 
and all to the glory of God. “We know 
that, when he shall appear, we shall be 
like him” (1 John 3:2). 

Easter does make a difference! 

Let me close with two sentences from 
an Easter article in the London Times 
back in 1928, and quoted in World Wide: 
* “A Christian is a risen man, enjoying a 
newness of life which gives him moral 
and spiritual mastery here and now. 
Its source is from outside, from above, 
a spifitual life which in the vigor of its 
righteousness, truth, and beauty discerns 
hew ideals and attains them, with the 
certainty of those sure processes whicli 
have their origin and fulfillment in the 
victory of Easter.”

Greek-English Concordance to the 
New Testament. By J. B. Smith. (Her- 
ald Press, Scottdale, Pa., $12.75.) In pre- 
paring this tabular and statistical Greek- 
English Concordance, based on the King 


James Version, Dr. Smith completed a - 


Stupendous and long-cherished task. 
Here is an exhaustive Greek concordance 
tabulating 5,523 Greek words of the New 
Testament. They are arranged alpha- 
‘betically and are carefully numbered for 
convenient cross reference, the numbers 
cottesponding with those shown in 
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Strong’s well-known “Exhaustive Con- 
cordance of the Bible.” Each word is 
shown first by its Greek letters and then 
the English transliteration is given. An 
accompanying table for each Greek word 
shows the various English renderings of 
that particular Greek word in the King 
James Version; the number of times 
each such English translation appears, 
with book and verse reference; the total 
number of times each translation appears 
in each book; and the total number of 
times the Greek word appears in the 
whole New Testament. An English in- 
dex serves as a key to the Concordance 
for the non-Greek student. It lists al- 
phabetically all the English words of the 
New Testament found in the tables of 
the Concordance (some 9,700 in all), ex- 
cept such words as prepositions, articles, 
and pronouns which are not direct trans- 
lations of a Greek word. For example, 
the word “abide” in the Index shows 


nine different Greek words that are so - 


translated and the reader is referred to 
the- proper table for each one. Dr. 
Smith’s painstaking and comprehensive 
work will be of invaluable aid to the 
ordinary reader, while, at the same time, 
technical scholars, seminary students, 
Bible students, ministers, and the like, 
will find here at their fingertips much 
basic information for their more seri- 
ous studies and for comparison of Eng- 
lish versions and their underlying Greek 
texts. Dr. Smith, who died in 1951, was 
regarded by the Mennonite denomina- 
tion as one of its best informed Bible 
students. He was instructor for some 
years in Bible, history, and New Testa- 
ment Greek at the Hesston Academy and 
Bible School, Hesston, Kans., and later 
principal of the Eastern Mennonite 
School at Harrisonburg, Va. Here he 
also served as instructor in Bible, New 
Testament Greek, and Hebrew. Con- 
siderable of his later years were spent 
as lecturer and author, during which he 
produced many articles on theology and 
Biblical history.

A nine- 
teenth century New Testament scholar 
reappears in print via this new edition 
of his excellent commentary on Colos- 
sians and Philemon. The text of the 
Epistles is supplied in Greek. The notes 
and comments are in English, and are 
both voluminous and valuable. Included 
in the pages of this book (attractive in 
format and binding) are discussions of 
the Colossian heresy, the Epistle from 
Laodicea, and three exhaustive disser- 
tations on the Essenes. Marginal out- 
lines and an index add greatly to the 
work’s usefulness. Dr. Lightfoot was a 
bishop in the Church of England, Pro- 
fessor of Divinity at Cambridge Uni- 
versity, and one of the original members 
of the New Testament Company of Bible 
Revisers, His explanation of the sacred 
text and its teachings is comprehensive 
and thorough, skillful and spiritual. This 
is the type of book that is to be found 
in theological libraries as a standard 
work in its field, and for years it has 
had just such a place as an acknowl- 
edged reliable source of information, 


The Living Bible Chapter by Chapter. 
By Amos R. Wells, Litt.D., LL.D. (W, A. 
Wilde Co., Boston 16; $2.) Older readers 
of Tue Sunpay Scuoot Trmes will re- 
member the valued contributions from 
the pen of Dr. Amos R. Wells. Now 
they will rejoice in this new edition of 
a volume that was first copyrighted in 
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1933. Before this, the book had serial 
publication, week by week, through 
more than three years, Christians all 
over the world were encduraged in Bible 
reading. There.are brief comments on 
almost every chapter of the Bible. He 
gathers lessons for daily living from 
most unlikely parts of the Word. There 
are many sparkling gems of truth all 
through his volume. As an illustration, 
take his account of the saving of the 
baby Moses, “Though kings plot against 
me, and an empire is in arms to my 
hurt, a barrier of bulrushes will be 
sufficient protection, if God is with me.” 
Or, take his comment on the last chap- 
ter of the Bible: “Lord Jesus, I come. 
Come Thou to me. And through these 
words I have written upon Thy Word, O. 
come Thou to many souls. Amen.” May

Through the Bible in a Year. By Amos 
R. Wells, Litt.D., LL.D. (W. A. Wilde 
Co., Boston 16; $1.50.) Everyone should 
read the Bible through, from cover to 
cover, at least once. You are not likely 
to do this unless you go at it in a defi- 
nite, systematic way, and the best way 
is to determine to read it through in a 
year. The Bible contains 1,189 chapters, 
and the year has 365 days, 52 of them 
being Sundays. Read three chapters a 
day, and you will have read 939 chap- 
ters. Read five chapters every Sunday, 
and you will add 260 chapters, The total 
will be 1,199. Some chapters are long 
and some short. The schedule given 
here evens up the reading. In addition 
to this division of the Bible into daily 
portions, this book suggests themes for 
meditation suited to each set of chap- 
ters. In this way your reading is bound 
to your daily life. There are also sug- 
gestions for further study for those who 
have time. There is a paragraph of ex- 
planation of each book, so that the Bible 
can be more readily understood. This 
book was first copyrighted in 1931, and 
this new edition was brought out this 
year. The author loved his Bible and 
desired the same for you. 


Better Church Bulletins, including 
Hints and Helps for the Bulletin Board. 
By Stella O. Barnett. (Fleming H, Revell 
Co., Westwood, N. J., $2, cloth; $1, 
paper.) Many quotations of wise sayings, 
inspirational pieces, and devotional 
poems are offered in this handbook, The 
sources are not all strictly Christian; 
the sayings and pieces are in some in- 
stances moral without being Biblically 
spiritual; the poems for the most part 
are aspirational, with mention of God 
or Christ in nearly all. The readers of 
this volume will have to exercise dis- 
crimination in the choosing of material 
from it for their church bulletins or 
their bulletin boards, if they are going 
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to keep these channels of communica- 
tion absolutely true to the inspired Word 
of God. 


The Spirit of Life. By Tom Rees. 
(Moody Press, Chicago 10; $2.50.) Writ- 
ing especially for new converts, Eng- 
land’s noted evangelist has prepared 
what he calls “a devotional book for 
Christian meditation.” Mr. Rees appar- 
ently had contact, early in his own 
Christian experience, with groups whose 
extreme teachings concerning the Holy 
Spirit served only to confuse him, and 
to retard his growth in the Christian life, 
He has a genuine passion, therefore, to 
present the true Scriptural teaching on 
this vital subject, and this he has ably 
done. 

The presentation is from a positive 
standpoint, and even when he is com- 
pelled to take issue with certain teach- 
ings that are current today, he does so 
in love, and only on the basis of the 
Word: itself. Because of its purpose, 
the book is elementary in nature, but 
throughout its pages there are concise 
statements of spiritual truth that will be 
of edification to the more mature Chris- 
tian. The author’s conviction concern- 
ing the importance of his subject is evi- 
dent on every page, and he is careful to 
give thorough Scriptural documentation 
for every position he presents. In this 
connection, his appendix on “The Gift 
of Tongues” is especially helpful, ex- 
pressing in very brief form a wholesome 
and Scriptural outlook on this phenom- 
enon. Mr. Rees’ work should be very 
helpful in establishing new Christians, 
and in correcting the false teaching to 
which many believers, both young and 
old, have been subjected. 


The Church in the Roman Empire. By 
William M. Ramsay. (Baker Book House, 
Grand Rapids 6, Mich., $5.25.) Sir Wil- 
liam Ramsay turns in this work to in- 
formation available in ancient documents 
to show theposition of the Church in 
the Roman Empire before the year A.D. 
170. His aim is to discover, mostly from 
non-Christian sources, facts concerning 
the relationships of the early church to 
its surroundings as spoken of by those 
on the outside of the church. The book 
is divided into two main parts. The first 
section provides a discussion of Paul and 
his journeys in Asia Minor. The sec- 
ond section, an expansion of lectures 
given at Mansfield College, Oxford, in 
1892, treats the life of the period from 
A.D. 64 to A.D. 170, with special refer- 
efice to. Christians and their practices. 
Source materials used include a report 
by Pliny to Trajan, Trajan’s reply _to 
Pliny, the Annals of Tacitus, writings 
of Suetonius, Hadrian, Pius, and Marcus 
Aurelius. It is a heavy, scholarly work 
containing much that is enlightening on 
the period covered. Students special- 
izing in history and/or apologetics will 
make the most use of this treatise as 
a reliable research reference. The 
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volume at hand represents a reprint edi- 
tion issued as a part of what. the pub- 
lisher calls a “Co-operative Reprint 
Library.” 


Calvinism. By Ben A. Warburton. 
(Wm. .B. Eerdmans Pub. Co., Grand 
Rapids 3, Mich., $3.) The five points of 
Calvinism pass in review, first ‘in his- 
torical context, then on the pages of Holy 
Scripture, and finally as they issue in a 
Christian’s life. They are set over 
against Arminianism in each of the 
above phases. Although there are no 
new insights or new arguments in this 
presentation, the layman will find that 
the author has directed his effort 
towards simplicity—ponderous theologi- 
cal phraseology is lacking, being replaced 
by simpler words and phrases. The vol- 
ume has one weakness. In his zeal for 
Calvinism, our author has oversimplified 
the problem. It just is not true that 
“amongst those who can .. . be called 
Christian .. . there are only two sec- 
tions or parties,” Calvinists and Armin- 
ians. There are many hybrids along the 
way not to be forced into convenient 
molds. However, this book that aims to 
portray the grace of God in salvation 
is deserving of a hearing among the 
Lord’s people. 


Daughter of Nazareth. By Florence

This little book has no division 
into chapters, and it is only 110 pages, 
but it is packed with the atmosphere of 
those days of ancient Galilee and Jeru- 
salem, when the virgin Mary or Miriam, 
as she is called in this story, had taken 
with Joseph their first betrothal vows. 
The elements of the miraculous angelic 
appearances as recorded in Luke’s Gos- 
pel are beautifully portrayed with the 
deep and growing faith of this humble 
Jewish maiden. Even the rapid reading 
of this gem of a Biblical story will 
amply repay any Bible class teacher 
or pastor. 


God’s Plan and Man’s Destiny. By 
Viola Mary Cameron, (Presbyterian and 
Reformed Pub. Co., Philadelphia 7; $1.80, 
paper.) Privately circulated a few years 
agy this volume has now been issued for 
public use.

1. The Whole Wide World Rejoices 
(Easter) (Mark 16:1-8)

HE resurrection of the Lord Jesus 
brought joy and gladness to His dis- 
ciples of old. Their despair and sadness 
after His crucifixion and the entomb- 
ment of His body is glimpsed in the 
’ words of one of the two disciples who 
jcurneyed home to Emmaus on the eve- 
ning of the first day of the week after 
the crucifixion. He said, you will re- 
call, “We trusted that it had been he 
which should have’ redeemed Israel: and 
beside all this, to day is the third day 
since these things [Christ’s crucifixion 
and burial] were done” (Luke 24:21). 
The joy of these two disciples, after the 
risen Lord was made known to them in 
the breaking of bread, is seen in the 
haste with which they immediately 
arose and returned to Jerusalem to tell 
the other disciples what had occurred. 
No longer did these two disciples fear 
the journey in the dark that they had 
persuaded their unknown companion to 
avoid by abiding with them. Their joy 
was comparable to Mary Magdalene’s 
glad cry, “Master!” when she saw the 
risen Lord, and to the joy of the women 
when they hurried back from the sepul- 
cher to tell the disciples the message 
of the angels at the tomb. 
ye 

Certainly, to sincere believers today, 
the thought of Christ’s resurrection 
brings joy and gladness, and it is a joy 
and gladness that is not confined to the 
Easter season alone, for, as it has been 
well said, “After Eastef, it is always 
Easter!” Because Christ, our Passover, 
was sacrificed once for us, we are to 
“keep continual festival” (1 Cor. 5:8).

But does the whole wide world re- 
joice becaust of the resurrection of the 
Lord Jesus? 

There are some who believe that 
Christ was not the Son of God. They 
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look upon Him as an historical person, 
but a mere man. If you received word 
today that a certain man had been killed 
and had risen from the dead, you would 
marvel, but there would be little to 
cause you to rejoice unless you knew 
that his experience could in some way 
become yours. So there is little rejoic- 
ing among those who look upon the Lord 
Jesus aS a mere man, as they contem- 
plate the Bible account of His resurrec- 
tion. 
ye 

There are some today who say that 
they do not want to live again after 
death (although there may be some 
question as to whether, if put to the test, 
they would really hold to that view). 
To such individuals the news of Christ’s 
resurrection has no special meaning and 
contains no cause for rejoicing. If they 
are right in their view, the account of 
the Resurrection is merely an‘old wives’ 
tale. If they are wrong, then they are 
headed for eternal death and separation 
from God, and Christ’s resurrection 
holds no joy for them, 

ve 

There are some today, who would even 
call themselves Christians, who believe 
that Christ didnot actually rise from 
the dead, physically. They would tell 
us that it was merely His powerful in- 
fluence that the disciples felt after He 
had left them to go to the cross and to 
the tomb. This influence, they say, 
caused the disciples to think that they 
had seen Him and talked with Him, and 
this, they tell us, accounts for the stories 
of the Resurrection. Therefore, these 
stories contain no real reason for their 
rejoicing. 

4 

There are some today who do not look 
upon Christ’s death on the cross as a 
substitutionary atonement. They do not 
believe that He died there in their place, 
so that they might escape the just pun- 
ishment for sin that should have fallen 
upon every individual. They look upon 
His death as merely that of a martyr 
who died for his convictions. To such 
individuals, Christ’s resurrection holds 
no more cause for rejoicing than would 
the news of the resurrection of a Nathan 
Hale or a Mahatma Gandhi. 

4 

But to those of us who really — 
God’s Word and have accepted by faith 
the Lord Jesus Christ as our personal 
Saviour, His resurrection brings continu- 
ous rejoicing and gladness. It causes 
us to rejoice: 

1. Because in the Lord’s resurrection 
from the dead is the evidence that His 
sacrifice on the cross in our place was 
not in vain, that it was accepted by God 
as a sufficient price paid for our sins, and 
that consequently our sins are all for- 
given and we Shall not have to face 
judgment or condemnation for them 
(Rom. 4:25; 1 Cor. 15:17). 
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2. Christ’s resurrection brings rejoicing 
to believers because it is the pledge of 
our own resurrection and of eterna] life. 
“As in Adam all die [and we can all 
qualify there], even so in Christ shall 
vall be made alive ... they that are 
Christ’s at his coming” (1 Cor. 15:22, 23). 
He is the first fruits of them that sleep 
and because He lives, we, too, shall live 
(1 Tim, 6:16; 2 Tim. 1:10). 

3. Christ’s resurrection brings rejoic- 
ing to believers because it demonstrates 
that our resurrection wil] also be a bod- 
ily resurrection. We are to be made, or 
fashioned, “like unto his glorious body, 
according to the working whereby he 
is able even to subdue all things unto 
himself” (Phil, 3:21). 

4. Finally, but by no means of least 
importance, is the rejoicing that the 
Lord’s resurrection brings to the believer 
because it is the assurance of a new life, 
here and now, of victory over sin and 
failure, and of new power with which 
to serve our Lord and Master. “Know- 
ing that Christ Jesus being raised from 
the dead dieth no more; death hath no 
more dominion over him. For in that 
he died, he died unto sin once: but in 
that he liveth, he liveth unto God. Like- 
wise reckon ye also yourselves to be 
dead indeed unto sin, but alive unto God 
through Jesus Christ our Lord” (Rom. 
6:9-11; see also 12-18 and Col. 3:1-3; 
Eph, 1: 18-20).

PRAYER SuGGESTIONS: “He is not here:

Marvel also at the resurrection of your 
Lord: the “firstborn from the dead” (Col. 
1:18). Exult as you contemplate His tri- 
umph over the tomb.

PRAYER SuccEsTions: “A lively hope by 
the resurrection of Jesus Christ from the 
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dead.” “If in this life only we have 
hope in Christ, we are of all men most 
miserable” (1 Cor. 15:19). As a Chris- 
tian believer you deny the flesh and give 
up the temporary pleasures of sin for 
God and Heaven. It is the hope of the 
Resurrection that comes from Christ’s 
triumph over the tomb that gives you 
the hope that all your losses suffered 
here for Christ will ultimately turn into 
glorious gains through resurrection at 
His voice. This is indeed “good hope 
through grace” (2 Thess. 2:16). Pray 
that you may appreciate the hope of His 
calling to glory and virtue. 


Wed.—John 21:1-14. 
The’ Last Breakfast. 
PRAYER SUGGESTIONS: “Come and dine.” 
Everything in ‘our Lord’s life was mirac- 
ulous. His “Come and dine” introduces 
us to several wonders: the wonderful 
catch of fishes; the supernatural food 
and fire on the beach, and the heavenly 
love in our risen Lord for His erring 
Apostle Peter, and then the wonder of 
His Gospel commission (first intimated 
to Peter in “Feed my sheep”).
